NO LOAFEItS LiyXED > 
Eventually every man rcKlslercU for selec- 
tive' service will gel a questionnaire asking 
htm what he can do. As every one Knowa the 
battle of production must be won before the' 
Battles of Bataan, of the Atlantic, of Aus- 
tralia can bo morkcil down as victories. Tlicre-. 
fore, the Bovemmenf must know what we 
can do. 

Tills four-page questionnaire carries rnany 
queries and a list of occupations from air- 
plane fabric worker to wire drawer. Then'' 
there are such relatively unknown Jobs ns 
■armorer, babbltter, core maker, dynamic bal- 
ancer, and tube bender. It takes all these and 
many more kinds of workers to. win the war, 
but- nowhere' in the list will you find loafer, 
orator,-^ruBator6-cowboy.or curbstone colonel. 
But there Is one square rcodlng "do not have 
a Job and am not looking-for work." 

This dota-wJU fUl the files of the United 
States Employment- service and the National 
Roster of Scientific and Specialized Person- 
nel SQ .that wo know Just where wo stand 
In regard to .skilled workers and professional 

■ people. The government now has no power 
to shift workers to Jobs where they might 
.be m^rc useful although some members of 
congress are beginning to mention the word 
"compulsion." 

Naturally, most of the people and most of 
congress shy away from any sort of com- 
pulsory work service and If persuasion and 
patriotism can dii the Job, there will be no 
command} for the Paducah plumber to leave 
home and. hearth arid pull up-slakea for San 
Dlego.- 

But If .the war goes against us. If we begin 
losing -tlic battle of production. If serious 

• shqrtagcs dcvelpp In some trades and skills. 
If there arc too .many' DrlckJayers In Omaha 
and riot- enough In Norfolk, then something 
stronger lliari words may be used. 

This questionnaire will be a complete flic* 
on every male between 18 and 65 when com- 
pleted and, will serve as an Invaluable roster 
of Just who can do what, how long they havt 

, been dojrig It and where they can be found. 

, Compilation of Ihe llat and Its Intended use 
once more define the difference between 
our side and our way of life and the whlp- 
cracklng poHcles ol our foes. Here we ask 
workers what they can do, and ask them to 
take a Job where their labor will be of great- 
est benefit In the war effort.. 

In the axis countries, they are told whot to 
do and when to do It. To refuse Is another 
way to commit suicide. HcaUzlng this, our 
workers and professional men cheerfully will 

,do as right by the questionnaire and Its pos- 

■ slbllitles as those fighting our bloodier battles 
are doing. . 



BACK TO FRESH. FOODS 
Fldo and Rover will have a change In dlcl 
^before long. In the da^s\of yore, man's best 
mend subsisted on whatever he could get 
from the family table. Then came science 
with the newfangled Idea that the canine pals 
should have balanced meals and a sizable in- 
dustry sprang up to supply them. The tin 
shortage changed the situation. Now the 
home pets will get along without specially 
prepared suppers and go bock to bone gnaw- 
■ Ing, which probably will not faze them a bit. 
The war Production board has decided cer- 
tain types of food are necessary to the civilian 
population; others are not. Only those In the 
favored category henceforth will be packaged 
In the metallic containers which have been 
Ufcsavcrs for many brides. Pork and beans, 
the mainstay of many a meal, will be made In 
a pot rather than extracted from a can. Cer- 
eals, flour, baking powder, spices, condlmenti 
and tobacco, will be sold In paper bags. 

The new restrictions, made necessary by 
the startllngly successful military drive of the 
mikado's men, may change our way of llic 
to no small degree, according to the soclol- 
^' oglsts assigned to the W.P.B. For one thing, 
housewives may learn to cook well-balanced 
dinners. Instead of preparing an entree and 
luipplefncntlng It with several Items pre- 
cooked In a cannery. -Oovemment authori- 
ties' aay physicians believe a shift from pres- 
ent habits to the preparation of fresh food 
will be all to the good because nothing can 
take the place of eatables fresh from the 
garden. 



CHILE FINDS OUT ABOUT WAR 
Chile and Argentina, opparently preferring 
appeasement to solidarity, refused to Join 
their Bister American Republics at the Rio 
de Janeiro conference in a firm front against 
the axis. Chile, at least. Is finding her claim 
of neutrality doesn't mean much to t;ic Great 
Man with the little mustache. 
" The Chilean freighter Tolten was torpedoed 
and sunk l^ an axis submarine and 27-Chll- 
ean sallofTWexe lost. A surprising number 
•of citizens of that sprawling country thought 
tmt as long as they did not provoke the axis, 
nothing wonld happen to them. They, like 
IforwBy, Holland. Belgium and others, now 
know that the Nazf pledge Is as crooked as 
the swut^. I
